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Environmental and Transportation 
Issues for USDA Complex Remain

While construction of the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture (USDA) headquarters 
complex on 40 acres of Beitsville 
Agricultural Research Center 
(BARC) land is 80% complete, 
controversy still swirls around the 
project. The Greenbelt City 
Council, from the start a vigorous 
opponent of the office complex, 
has continuously cited adverse 
effects on the environmentaily 
sensitive wetlands surrounding 
the complex, the loss of valuable 
open space, the use of the com- 
plex which is inconsistent with 
BARC’s mission and the piece- 
meal manner in which road tm- 
provements are being pro- 
grammed to serve the complex. 

The city council has also. re- 
quested a moratorium on pro- 
posed Sunnyside Avenue im- 
provements, which include its 


widening to accommodate bicycle — 


lanes. In response to the city’s 
request, William Kelly, president 
of the College Park Bicycle Coa- 
lition; said he could not honor 
the city’s request. (See separate 
article. ) 

In the meantime, the U°S. 
Army Corps of Engineers and 


the Maryland Department of the 
Environment have tentatively ac- 
cepted a four-acre mitigation site 
to replace lost wetlands near 
Edmonston Road. According to 
Steve Elinsky of the Corps, a 
concept mitigation design plan is 
currently being drawn up by Ben 
Dyer, Inc., USDA’s consulting 
engineers. Upon its completion, 
the permit process for 
Edmonston Road tmprovements 
can move forward. 

Other Questions Addressed 

Other questions to. be ad- 
dressed are: 1) whether USDA 
can open its doors to the first 
phase of employees in January 
1998 without completion. of the 
required road improvements, 2) 
whether there will be a cap on 
the number of employees permit- 
ted to occupy the buildings based 
on the progress of road improve- 
ments, and 3) whether USDA, a 
federal agency, needs a use and 
occupancy permit from the 
county. Initially employees will 
be coming from USDA’s South 
building in Washington, D.C. and 
later from about 20 leased offices 
in the Washington Metropolitan 
area. Plans are to renovate the 
South building — about 80,000 


square feet in each phase. 

The USDA complex in 
Beltsville, consisting of four 
buildings, is located south of 
Sunnyside Avenue between 
Rhode Island Avenue and the 
CSX railroad tracks. Buildings | 
and 2 will have three levels 
above ground; buildings 3 and 4 
will house two levels. 

In an effort to address various 
concerns, particularly those re- 
garding traffic congestion (see 
separate story), USDA ts cur- 
rently drawing up a transportation 
management plan, one that should 
be complete by October. Since 
only 900 parking spaces will be 
available for 1,500 employees, 
USDA officials are considering a 
myriad of transportation control 
measures, including a pedestrian- 
bicycle pathway from the 
Greenbelt Metro station to the 
USDA complex (see separate 
story), shuttle bus service from 
Metro, public bus and rail ser- 
vice, ride sharing, telecommuting, 
bicycle lanes and flex-time. In 
addition to telecommuting from 
home, a telework center that 
could serve federal employees re- 
siding near the USDA complex is 
being considered. 


Traffic Study Fortifies City 
For Battles to Preserve BARC

“We don’t want to kill the 
messenger,’ joked Greenbelt 
Mayor Antoinette Bram as a 
work session was winding up on 
September 3 with Al Lukas of 
Lukas Associates, Inc. of 
‘Rockville. On behalf of his 
firm, he had made an oral pre- 
sentation to: councilmembers on 
results of a study the city had 
commissioned to review the traf- 
fic impacts of the new U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture (USDA) 
office complex under construc- 
tion off Sunnyside Ave. 

That very day the city had re- 
ceived a letter from Pearlie S. 
Reed, Acting Assistant=Secretary 
for Administration for USDA, in 
response to.a letter dated May 
28 which the city had sent to the 
- USDA Inspector General. “I am 
pleased to confirm,” Reed’s letter 
said, “that in the construction of 
this project the Department is 
preserving BARC (the Beltsville

. Agricultural Research Center) as 


a USDA agricultural resource and 
ensuring that any environmental 
impacts of this project are prop- 
erly addressed.” 

As to widening the stretch of 
Sunnyside Ave. between the rail- 
road tracks and Edmonston Rd. 
to accommodate the projected in- 
crease in traffic, Reed’s letter 
said that Prince George’s County 
“had acknowledged” its responsi- 
bility. This. is the section that 
road widening would jeopardize 
the fragile ecosystem of adjacent 
wetlands, the city contends. 

“If the conditions of a portion 
of the existing environment, such 
as a stream that occasionally

proposed action being built;” his 
letter asserts, “then there is no 
‘impact’ caused by the action that 
necessitates a mitigation measure. 
Any need for repairs to this sec- 
tion of Sunnyside Avenue is not 
the result of the new USDA Of- 
fice Facility.” 

“What do those words mean!” 
exclaimed councilmember Tho- 
mas X. White, as all members 
present shook their heads. This 
example of. governmentese 
seemed to establish a fitting con- 
text for Lukas’ report.

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Drowning Victim’s 
Parents Sue City 


The mother and father of 
Dwayne A. Williams, the man 
who drowned in a boating inci- 
dent on Greenbelt Lake on July 
8, 1996 has filed suit in the Cir- 
cuit Court of Prince George’s 
County naming the City of 
Greenbelt and the owners/opera- 
tors of the boat concession stand, 
Gunner’s Mate, Inc. and Joseph 
Allen Johnson as defendants. 
The plaintiffs, Virginia A. Will- 
iams, who is the personal repre- 
sentative of the estate of Dwayne 
Williams, and Ronald F. Will- 
lams, seek judgment against the 
city of 10 million dollars and 
against the other defendants com- 
bined of four million dollars. 
The six counts of the suit claim, 
among other things, that Johnson, 
Gunner’s Mate and the city 
caused Williams death by negli- 
gent and wrongful action and that 
the defendants owed a duty of 
ordinary care to Williams and 
their negligence was a breach in 
performing that duty. The suit 
also contends that Johnson was 
“an employee, servant, or agent 
of the City of Greenbelt at the 
time of the incident,” thereby 
making the city a party to the 
litigation. The lawsuit alleges 
that the city “failed to keep the 
property in a safe condition, 
failed to monitor the condition of 
the vessels on the lake, failed to 
monitor or supervise . . . Johnson 
and allowed . . . Johnson to op- 
erate his business in a grossly 
negligent manner and not in com- 
pliance with applicable City of 
Greenbelt Code, Maryland State 
Law, and Coast Guard Regula- 
tions.” 
| In addition to the. filing of. the 
‘suit for which the defendants 
have 30 days in which.to re- 
spond, the Wiliams’ atterneys

Presses for Bike Lanes

The completion of the new 
Department of’ Agriculture 
headquarters complex will mean 
more traffic on nearby 
Sunnyside Avenue. Road im- 
provements will be made to 
parts of Sunnyside Avenue in 
the near future. Planning of 
changes to the road have 
evolved over time. One forum 
in. which these plans were re- 
viewed was the meeting of the 
College Park Area Bicycle Coa- 
lition (CPABC). Attended by 
local officials and interested 
citizens, Greenbelt city staff 
representatives have voiced the 
city council’s concerns about 
this nearby road. 

Sunnyside Avenue runs east 
to west between Edmonston 
Road and U.S. Route 1. It is a 
two lane road that lies north of 
the city and Greenbelters use it 
to access U.S. Route 1 quickly. 

Just west of Edmonston 
Road, Sunnyside Avenue runs 
through a wooded tract and 
crosses Indian Creek on a two- 
lane bridge. Still traveling west, 
Sunnyside Avenue crosses the 
CSX railroad tracks. (To the 
left the Metro rail yard is vis- 
ible and beyond that the 
Beltway.) Then it passes open 
space, the new USDA buildings 
and various stores and busi- 
nesses until it runs into U.S, 
Route 1. 

The Greenbelt city council is 
concerned about the new USDA 
buildings being constructed on 
Sunnyside Avenue and the road 
improvements necessary to hold 
the increased traffic, because of 
the impact on nearby wetlands. 
Wetlands surround Indian Créek 
including those near Sunnyside 
Avenue. 
tract that lies close by Springhill 
Lake, (between Cherrywood Lane 
and the Greenbelt. Metro station 
area) also contains wetlands. The 
city has also opposed the piece- 
meal manner in which road im- 
provements have been done as 
part of this USDA building pro- 
cess.

lanes (for a total of 46 feet in 
width) between U.S. Route 1 
and the railroad tracks; and a 
56-foot width in front of the 
USDA buildings to accommo- 
date turning lanes. No widen- 
ing of the Indian Creek bridge 
and no bicycle lanes were part 
of the plan. 
Plans Revised 

The county continued to re- 
vise the plans for Sunnyside 
Avenue so that at the July 
meeting of the CPABC plans 
for bicycle accessible shoulders 
were revealed. There would be 
two three-foot wide striped 
shoulders along the stretch be-. 
tween U.S. Route 1 and the 
railroad tracks. Sunnyside Av- 
enue east of the tracks to 
Edmonston Road would have a 
striped shoulder two to three 
feet wide on erther side. 

After this meeting Greenbelt 
city Community Planner Terri 
Hruby wrote to William Kelly 
of the CPABC asking that fur- 
ther discussions about improve- 
ments on Sunnyside Avenue be 
postponed until environmental 
issues associated with the reno- 
vation of Sunnyside Avenue be 
addressed. Kelly refused and 
said he believed progress on 
most issues was being made. 

CPABC has been working 
with the county on the issue df 
shoulders along Sunnyside Av- 
enue for six to seven years, 
Kelly told this reporter. “I’m 
very concerned with wetlands,” 
said Kelly, “it is a real issue, 
but I’m not an environmental- 
ist,” he continuéd. “He said he 
is concerned that if bicycle 
lanes are not put in when road 
improvements are done thén 
they won’t be put in later. 

At the July and August task 
force meetings there was some 
discussion that the county does 
not have a continual right of 
way, so there will have to be 
discussions with some property 
owners in order to have side- 
walks, there will be at least a 
sidewalk on the north side of 
Sunnyside Avenue between U.S. 
Route 1 and the railroad tracks.

Of this distance, an 
eight-foot width not needed by 
CXS would conceivably be avail- 
able for the path. | 

In addition, either a 400- or 
an optional 120-foot long rein- 
forced concrete retaining crash 
wail under the bridge “would se- 
cure pathway users from track 
derailing accidents,” the report 
states. If the shorter length is 
used, additional 280° concrete re- 
taining walls would be included. 
This alternative would be cheaper 
by an estimated $42,700. 

Along the path’s entire length, 
a security fence would separate 
cyclists from the railroad right- 
of-way. Other safety features 
would include the installation: of 
lighting under the Beltway bridge 
area and at remote locations 
along the pathway, as well as 
warning signs and restricted us- 
age of the path between sunset 
and sunrise hours. 


Pathway Alternatives 

Although Pathway A would be 
shorter than Pathways B and C, 
it would be more costly to build. 
Its major advantage, according to 
the report, is that the segment 
between the Beltway bridge and 
the USDA parking lot would be 
open to view and not blocked by 
trees, thus making it safer. Its 
alignment would run parallel and 
adjacent to the joint lot line be- 


tween the USDA and CSX prop- 


erties. 

Both Pathways B and C 
would be in part visually blocked 
by trees—in the case of Pathway 
C, by as much as 30 per cent of 
the” distance.

Status of Proposal 

Currently the following agen- 
cies have reviewed and approved 
the feasibility study: Washington

cifically at- Kenilworth Ave./ 
‘Edmonston Rd. (MD 201) from 
the Beltway to Sunnyside, and at 
Greenbelt Rd., Crescent Rd., Ivy 
Lane, Cherrywood Lane, and 
Sunnyside Ave. These constitute 
the principal roadway system in- 
volving Greenbelt that will pro- 
vide access to the USDA build- 
ings. Using a 1994 USDA Envi- 
ronmental Impact Statement (EIS) 
as its starting point, the Lukas 
study examined the probable reli- 
ability of its projections. 

Specifically, the EIS looked at 
the estimated percentage rise in 
trips generated and at the prob- 
able distribution of these trips 
from north, south, east and west 
in order to project the traffic vol- 
umes for the year 2010 that 
would be generated by the USDA 
facility and other planned devel- 
opment in the area. The Lukas 
review found the 1994 EIS fore- 
cast “reasonable.” 

Between 1994 and 1996 traffic 
volumes on 201 between 
Cherrywood Lane and Ivy Lane 
had grown at a rate of nearly 2.5 
percent each year during peak 
hours, the report shows. From 
1996 to 2010 traffic there ts ex- 
pected to increase by about five 
percent annually. In other words, 
projected traffic on Kenilworth 
will double by 2010. 

While the total volume of traf- 
fic on the Beltway is already 
greater, projections for that artery 
show a two percent annual in- 
crease, Lukas said. Including 
planned road improvements to 
MD 201, peak hour traffic in 
2010 at the Ivy Lane and 
Cherrywood Lane intersections 
will be at level-of-service (LOS) 
D and E during the. marping and 
evening peak-hours respectively. 

At the Sunnyside intersection, 
however, at both times the LOS 
will be at F, or failing. “It’s 
close to capacity now,” Lukas

“Why was this study done in 
the first place!” exploded White. 
“Our motivation is to continue to 
challenge any further improve- 
ment to Sunnyside,” he went on, 
“because of the impact on the 
wetlands.”

He 
was referring to the projected 
widening of MD 201 to a six- 
lane highway north toward a 
proposed route for the east-west 
Intercounty Connector. 

“Let’s kill the entire dream,” 
he said. 

Manzi agreed that if 
Sunnyside could be limited to 
two lanes because. of its wet- 
lands impact (some three acres 
of wetlands would be affected), 
“it will be impossible to de- 
velop other properties in that 
area because Sunnyside will 
fail.” 

Preserving BARC 

Mayor Bram asked about al- 
ternatives to widening 
Sunnyside. “What about a 
MARC train stop at the 


Sunnyside crossing?” she asked. 
If something needs to be 
done to Sunnyside, Advisory 
Planning Board chairman Bobbi 
McCarthy said, referring to the 
grade-level train crossing and 
the nearby wetlands, a “major 
overpass” would be indicated. 
The city’s planning director, 
Celia Craze, suggested that in- 
formation has recently surfaced 
about inter-agency differences 
beginning to occur at BARC. 
The addition of other govern- 





mental facilities at the farm is ° 


changing the environment, she 
said. 

In particular she noted re- 
ports that the firing range for 
the Secret Service facility has 
been injecting lead particulates 
into the air which are already 
affecting the Patuxent Wildlife 
Research Center. She added 
that the Metropolitan Washing- 
ton Council of Governments 
has begun to study the problem. 
_ Another problem was in the

Referring to the 
traffic study and council’s re- 
sponse, he continued: “We’re 
setting up the fortifications for 
future battles.”

- With summer officially over, 
the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) Board of Directors re- 
turned to its twice-monthly 
meeting schedule on September 
4. After recognizing the Labor 
Day. Committee for having won 
first place in the Labor Day 
Parade float category, the board 
worked through a nine item 
agenda in just two and one- 
half hours. Director Chuck 
Hess was absent and excused. 

New items included separate 
requests to erect a 93 foot pri- 
vacy screen and lower charges 
for the addition maintenance 
program, discussion about how 
GHI could recognize members 
who die, and approval of a new 
lender to offer share loans to 
prospective GHI home buyers. 
Returning items were new signs 
for GHI, a stipend for the 
newsletter editor, and payroil 
increases for the 1998 budget. 

In other business, Browne 
and Merry Construction was 
approved as contractor to re- 
place 20 attached-garage roofs 
at various locations at a cost 
not to exceed $14,500. Attack 
Exterminating Company was 
selected to manage the struc- 
tural pest program, including 
termites and carpenter ants. 

93 Foot Privacy Screen 

Although at no point did 
anyone straddle the fence, it 
took a long 30 minutes for the 
board to discuss and approve 
(7-1) a request to erect a 93 
and a half foot privacy screen 
in 10 Court Southway. Director 
Steve Harper opposed the mo- 
tion, citing the length of the 
fence and concern about what 
the real issue was: the. need for 
privacy from neighboring. apart- 
ments or the need to shield the 
member’s dogs. This concern 
was echoed by Audit Commit- 
tee member Andy Levin. The 
question was also raised (and 
then dropped) if the screen 
should be taken down when the 
member moves. , 

The member had recently 
moved into GHI and found sig- 
nificant foot traffic along the 
side of her yard from people 
who use that route as a short 
cut to get from their non-GHI 
apartments to and from the 
Citgo gas station and market on 
Southway. This foot traffic 
causes her dogs to bark exces- 
sively. In a letter to’the board 
the member cited the need to 
shield her dogs from passers- 
by, but in her presentation to 
the board she spoke of the lack 
of privacy from non-GHI apart- 
ments, where renters can peer 
into her yard. She had origi- 
nally requested only 57 feet of 
fencing, along the side of the 
yard, adjacent to the path. It 
was the GHI Architecture and 
Environment Committee who 
had recommended additional 
screening of the 36 feet along 
the end of the yardline. 

Directors Betty Deitch, who 
made the motion, and Dorothy 
Lauber, who seconded it, were 
joined by Alan Turnbull and 
Susan Ready in describing this 
as a unique situation wherein a 
member abuts a recently devel- 
oped area, not GHI homes or 
woodlands. Director John Tay- 
lor noted that adjoming mem- 
bers. approve of the fence. 
Former dire tor Nat 
Shinderman co ame; ed the 
fence would “give a Measure of 
protection and ..ou'd not am 
f 


nede (icMibocsls Loa Peri y 
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yards.” Just prior to the vote, 
Ready summarized .the feeling 
of the board: “many would not 
support this simply to screen 
dogs —the location demands 
it.” ) 
Addition Charges 

A former board member who 
had recently sold his Ridge 
Road home submitted a request 
that GHI change the formula 
used to compute the fee for 
two story additions.on the Ad- 
dition Maintenance Program. 
Aithough he was aware of this 





seemingly excessive charge 
while a member, te did not 
feel it was appropriate to bring 
up this matter at that time. He 
was writing now on behalf of 
the new owner. 

He recommended that with 
two-story additions, the charge 


for the first floor square foot-— 


age be lower than that of the 
second floor because the first 
floor does not have a roof, the 
most expensive repair. He told 
the board he had replaced the 
roof of the addition prior to re- 
sale at a cost of $1,550. At the 
current rate of collection, six 
cents per sq. ft., when the next 
roof might be needed in 20 
years, GHI will have collected 
$9,115 for this and other main- 
tenance.

The board agreed to modify 
the functions of the newsletter 
committee so that the board li- 
aison will chair the committee 
and the editor will be ap- 
pointed by the president and 
report to the chair.

Once-a-week Pickup 
Beginning October 6

The City of Greenbelt’s 
phase two of the changes to 
refuse and recycling pickup be- 
gins in a few weeks. October 6 
marks the beginning of once 
per week refuse collection. 
Residents’ refuse collection day 
will match their recycling day, 
reducing traffic in neighbor- 
hoods, and improving services 
by streamlining collection. 

Thanks to the outstanding re- 
cycling efforts of city residents, 
the amount of waste from 
single family homes in 
Greenbelt has been reduced by 
37 percent. This significant 
achievement conserves natural 
resources and energy, reduces 
pollution. and helps create a 
healthier environment. 

Last year, the city, with the 
help of the Greenbelt Recycling 
Advisory Committee, evaluated 
the basic structure of its refuse 
and recycling collection ser- 
vices. The review looked at ex- 
periences of other jurisdictions, 
nationally and. regionally, to 
identify ways to streamline col- 
lection and lower costs. 

The most telling information 
was gathered this past March, 
when elevén surrounding com- 
munities in Maryland and Vir- 
ginia who have implemented 
once per week refuse collection 
were surveyed by the City of 
Greenbelt. Nineteen questions 
were. asked of each jurisdiction 
to compare collection methods, 
costs and issues surrounding 
once per week refuse. 

After tallying the survey re- 
sults, we’ve found. that all jurjs- 
dictions guarantee that refuse 
will be collected each week, re- 
gardiess of a holiday. The city 
of Greenbelt makes this same 
guarantee, and residents should 
check the holiday -collection 
schedule for details. Check the 
News Review around holidays 
for collection schedules as well. 

No jurisdiction experienced a 
higher incidence of rodents. 
The city of Alexandria noted 
that code enforcement is re- 
sponsible for issuing warnings 
and tickets to those who violate 
code on proper refuse prepara- 
tion. Residents who have a 
problem with squirrels chewing 
through trash can lids should 


purchase metal cans to elimi- 
nate this problem. 

Missed pickups are the most 
frequent complaint by residents 
in the communities surveyed. 
The survey respondents feel 
however, that the. misses are 
actually late setouts. Regard- 
less, missed collections are al- 
ways picked up in a timely 
manner as they will be in 
Greenbelt. Residents are re- 
minded that recycling and 
refuse collections begin 
promptly at 7 a.m. and all ma- 
terials should be set out before 
this time. 

No survey respondents men- 
tioned an odor problem with 
once per week collections. 
Residents are required to bag 
and tie trash and leave it in a 
refuse container with a tight 
fitting lid. These same rules 
apply in Greenbelt. 

Survey respondents switched 
to once per week collections 
for similar reasons that were 
evaluated by Greenbelt. Re- 
spondents reduced collection 
frequencies to hold down col- 
lection costs and to save 
money. In addition, the need 
for twice per week refuse col- 
lection was eliminated because 
of improved curbside recycling 
and reducing trash collections 
allowed for refuse and recy- 
cling to be collected on the 
same day, increasing collection 
efficiency. 

Finally, no jurisdiction noted 
a higher frequency of illegal 
dumping after the switch nor 
higher worker injury after 
switching to once per. week due 
to heavier setouts. 

_This ‘survey is tangible evi- 
dence that once per week 
refuse collection has worked 
close to home. A lot of other 
information was also evaluated 
by city officials before the 
changes in our collection. sys- 
tem were made. Greenbelt, as 
an environmentally aware com- 
munity, is up to the challenge 
of switching to once per week 
collection.

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City Refuse Customers Can No 
Opt for Twice-Weekly Service

Customers of the city’s 
refuse collection service will 
have the option for a second 
collection per week under the 
“two-tier plan” approved by 
council at its September 8 
regular meeting. The extra ser- 
vice will cost $112 per year 
more than the once-a-week fee 
of $168. Customers may also 
purchase an occasional extra 
collection for $15. 

As approved as part of the 
fiscal year 1998 budget, city 
refuse customers will be con- 
verted to once-a-week refuse 
collection (plus same-day recy- 
cling collection) beginning Oc- 
tober 6. During the review of 
this proposal, concerns were 
raised that this may not be 
enough for some customers, 
particularly those with large 
families or children in diapers. 
A sharply divided council ap- 
proved the change on a3 - 2 
vote, with the condition that an 
optional “second tier” service 
be provided. Customers who 
wish to try once-a-week collec- 
tion will be able to purchase 
the extra service later, if they 
decide that once-a-week is just 
not enough. 

Leonie Penney of the Recy- 
cling Advisory Committee told 
council the committee will soon 
be presenting an educational 
video to council for broadcast 
on the city’s cable channel. In 
addition, members of the com- 
mittee are available to meet 
with groups interested in the 
topic. She suggested that those 
requesting the extra pickug be 
offered the opportunity to meet 
with a committee member to 
learn more about recycling and 
waste reduction. This sugges- 


tion was welcomed by council 
and City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
wanted to remind customers 
that they are not limited to one
